The 
Pnyx com­ 
mands one of the most favorable views 
of the Acropolis. The recent exca va ­ 
tions of the Market Pla ce have b >n 
ma : e by the German Archaeological 
Society. 
Passing by these on the left 
we come to the Hill of Pbilopappos, in 
the side of which is hewn in the rook a 
cave with three chambers, 
12 by 7* 
feet, with flat ceiling, 
known 
as the 
Prison of Socrates. 
Here one of the 
world's greatest and 
purest philoso­ 
phers sutYered martyrdom. 
One hun­ 
dred pace- to the left, in a hollow, we 
pass the supposed tomb of Kim on, 
On 
the hill to the right stands the monu­ 
ment o' Philopappos, erected in 114 A. 
D. of Pentelie marble, and is 40 feet 
high and 30 feet wide at the base. 
W e 
now turn our steps toward the great 
center of attraction iu Ancient Athens, 
the Acropolis. 
It was very warm and 
the dust was blinding aud suffocating, 
i assing a small cafe by the road-side 
we stopped to rest and slack our thirst. 
It being my turn to trea t i called for 
lemonade for eight. 
It was not such 
lemonade as we get at home. 
it was 
corked up in bottles and when it was 
opened it cracked like a pistol. 
It had 
a little lemon in it, but it was sour and 
■ insipid. 


Plodding our way through 
beat of 
eun, wind and dust, 
we ca me to the 
Odeion or Thea tre of flerod, the most 
conspicuous ruin at the base of 
the 
Acropolis. 
Having inherited grea t 
wealth from his father, Herod spent 
freely in conferring the most magnifi­ 
cent benefits on the town and citizens 
of Athens. 
He 
built 
the Oieioo in 
memory of h,s wife, Appla Hegilla, a 
nobio Homan lady whose name it some­ 
times bears. 
Th e amphitheatre, 260 
feet iu diameter, and consisting of throe 
stories, accommodated 6,000spectators, 
t be tiers of seats rising one above the 
other on the rocky slope of the Acro­ 
polis. 
The seats were all covered with 
Pentelie marble, many of wnich are in 
a fair state of preservation. 
Behind the uppermost 
row 
was a 
colonnade and the whole building was 
covered with a magnificent roof of 
ce iar.

We now 
ascend the steps of the a mphithea tre 
: and climb the stoop foot-path 
to the 
plateau iu front of -he Acropolis. This 
hill 
the earliest seat of the Athen­ 
ian k.ngs who here sat in judgment 
j and assembled their councils. 
La ter 
the Acropolis was devoted solely to 
the gods. 
The more ancient buildings 
were destroyed by the Persia ns in 480 
B. C , after which began the meridian 
ep.endor of the Acropolis, under Ueri- 
c les, whose buildings today in splendid

presents the finest picture of

Passing thru the east portico of the 
Propyleu, we enter the inner court of 
the Acropolis and ascend a gradual 
slope. 
On tne right stands the P a r­ 
thenon, grand and 
imposing: on the 
left, with its rich sculpture and bril­ 
liant 
coloriug, 
rises the 
cha rming 
Erechtheron. 
The enthusiastic poet 
1! Aristophanes, when 
be entered this 
[ j court, exclaimed: 


"O hl 
thou, 
our Athens, 
violet 
i wreathed, 
brilliant, 
mo»t 
enviable 
city. ” 


j he I arthenon, 
the most splendid 
monument of ancient art. occupies the 
culminating point of the Acropolis, 
towering above all its neighbor-. 
it 
coe.-ists thruout of 
Pentelie 
marble. 
The plastic ornamentation of tne ex- 
j tenor is the work of Phidias, who wes 
' an intimate friend of Pericles and a ct­ 
ed as his counsellor in all 
his magnifi­ 
cent building schemes. 
Some idea of 
the time and labor it cost to build 
it 
may be gathered from the fact tha t it 
included 62 large and 36 small columns, 
about 50 life-size statues for the pedi­ 
ments, a frieze 524 feet- in 
length, 92 
metopes, and a colossal 
figure of the 


goddess •>:» feet high. 
It appears to 
ca ve been opened for worship in the 
u ‘ar T ' B. C , 
when 
the statue of 
Athena ^ 
erected during the 
Pana- 
then:»>m Festival. 
Th e stylobate or 
platform on which the columns stand 
measures 22> feet in length 
and 101 
in width. 
Q q this rise 46 
(luted col­ 
umns, forming the outer frame work of 
the temple. 
The crowning glory of 
the 
i arthenon 
was the magnificent 
sculptures with which it was adorned 
under the superintendence of 
Phidias. 
Of the statue of the Virgin Goddess we 
can form but a faint idea. 
As in ail 
works of the kind the iu c e rc o re of the 
figure consists of wood, on which 
the 
ugure was modeled 
in some plastic 
material. 
This in 
turn wus covered 
with the p ates of ivory which formed 
the nude portions of the statue and the 
gold which formed the garments and 
accessories. 
According to 
ihe most 
probable calculation the value of the 
precious 
metal 
used 
in 
the statue 
amounted to 44 talents of gold or about 
n 0,000 dohar,-. 
The Pa rthenon seems 
also to have 
been converted 
into a 
Christian church about the fifth cen­ 
tury of our era, and was consecrated 
to Mary, the Mother of God. 
Near the 
north margin of the Acropolis, 
ou an 
elevated terra ce, stand« the 
Erech- 
tbeion, which contained the shrines of 
Athena, the guardian of the city, and 
several other deities. 
it occupies the sacred spot on which 
Athena and 
Poseidon decided their 
strife for the possession of Athens. The 
celebrated Portico of the Caryatides 
on the south, is one of the finest crea ­ 
tions of Attic art. 
T h e roof of (he 
Portico is supported, not by columns, 
but by six figures of maidens, 
some­ 
what la rger than life-size, standing on 
a parapet 84 feet high. 
T h e name is 
derived from the city of Caryae in A r ­ 
cadia. the women of which were led in­ 
to captivity on account of its espousal 
Oi the 1 ersian cause. 
It is now most 
commonly called 
the Portico of the 
Maidens. The figures are full of youth­ 
ful vigor and grace. 
They 
seem to 
perform their task 
of 
upholding the 
enta blature with 
the greatest ease, 
and the effect is one of grea t lightness 
and satisfaction. Entwined about their 
heads are floral wreaths, which form a 
kind of Doric Ionic capital. 
V» e now hasten to the Areopagus or 
Mar's Hill, followed by a 
number of 
relic venders. 
Already 
loaded 
down 
with a stocking full of .-»hells and peb­ 
bles, and several cans of .Iordan water, 
we increased our load 
by purchasing 
some pa per-weight1 made of the 
mar* 
ble ruins of the Acri polls. 
T h e top of 
M a rs Hill, 375 feet high, is the place 
where Paul stood when he addressed 
the curiosity-loving Athenians. 
T h e 
seats of the famous court which assem­ 
bled there to dispense 
justice have 


h. i 
disappeared 
and 
only 
the 
bare oval rock remains. 
A 
(light of 
about fifteen steps cut in the rock on 
the south side is still tra cea ble. M a r’s 
Hill is said to have derived 
its naim 
from the tradition that Ares or Mars 
was the first person tried here for the 
murder of Halirrhotiu«. 
Standing on 
this eminence we could 
almost bear 
. aul s words, as ho beheld the numer­ 
ous heathen temples: “ Ye men of Ath 
ens, 1 perceive tha t in all 
thing« ye 
are very religious.” 
South of the Arcopolis stand« the 
Arch of 11 adrian, an isolated g a tew a 
59 feet, high and 44 feet wide 
with 
an 
archway 20 feet in width, it was erect 
ed either by Hadrian or his successor 
and was intended to divide the old city 
from Hadrianopolis or 
New Athens. 
The inscription on one side is, “ This is 
Athens, the Old City of Theseus,” and 
on the other, 
“ This is the City of 
Hadrian and not of Theseus.” 
This gateway formed the approach 
to the grea t Temple of the Olympian 
Zeus. 


The Olympion or Temple of Jupiter 
described by Aristotle a« a “ work of 
'rpatic grandeur, 
is now represent 
ed 
by 
16 
huge 
Corinthian 
col 
uinns of Pentelie 
marble. 
it 
was 
not finally completed till the reign of 
Hadrian, though the original temple 
on this site dates back to the e a r l i e s t 
period of Athenian history. 
Legend 
fixed upon this as the spot where the 
last water of the Deluge dissappeared, 
i n 
ascribed the foundation of the tem­ 
ple to the grateful 
Deukalion. 
the 
father of the new 
race of mortals. 
I he temple onig na . 1 y 
possessed 
up­ 
wards of 160 Corinthian columns, ar 
ranged in double rows of 2<> uteh on 
the sides and 8 each at the ends. 
This 
temple is the second 
la rgest Greek 
temple known, measuring on the upper 
platform 354 feet in length and 131 fret 
in 
breaclth, dimensions exceeded by 
the temple of Diana at Ephesus alone 
Near the Arch of Hadrian is a beauti- 
*ui park in which s’ ands 
an elegent 
monument of Lord Byron. 
During big 
residence iu Athens he fell in love with 
a beautiful maiden, and when 
b o left 
he exclaimed, 
“ Oh 
Maid of Athens, 
give me back my heart, or ta ke what 
ia left.' 
This thought the artist ha-, 
chiseled in marble, representing Byron

T h e ancient wails are still visible on 
both sides. 
Little now remains of the 
marble seats, but enough is intact to 
givt the whole an imposing a ppea r­ 
ance. 
It lies in the form of an eclipse, 
and t he arena or race course, is 670 
feet long and loo feet wide across its 
s h t , i j axis. 
Around this space was 
an immense amphithea tre containing 
60 rows of seats one above the other, 
accommodating 50,000 spectators. 
1 he entire Htadion is now being r e ­ 
built in white marble at a cost of $1, 
. <>0,000 francs, by Mr. Averof of Alex­ 
anders», 
an enthusiastic 
admirer Df 
Athens and its splendid ruins. 
Being caught in a thundershower at 
this p >*nt, we recrossed t he bridge and 
turneddu to see the eyelorama of the 
Seige 
of 
Hans. 
We 
must 
leave 
Athens, reluctantly and take th e o v tr- 
land Hailway for Corinth. 
1 torn At hens to Corinth our course 
led through a barren, hilly country, 
along the beautiful 
Bay of Salamis. 
Before reaching Corinth 
we crossed 
the deep narrow canal cut through the 
isthmus between the Bay of Salamis 
and the Gulf of Corinth. 
Our (rain 
stopped 
at 
a 
station 
called 
new 
Corinth, only a small village. 
W e en­ 
gaged 
two ca rria ges to ta ke 
us six 
in ties into the country to the site of 
ancient Corinth. 
Our visit was made 
more interesting by the recent ex c a ­ 
vation no w iu prog rosy by the Ameri­ 
can College at Athens. 
Th e old mar 
kut place with 
its 
foundations a id 
statues is laid hare. 
Fifty or more 
workingmen with carts and baskets 
were engaged in removing the debris 
which covered the splendid ruins from 
fifteen to twenty f e e t deep. 
How such 
a mass of stone ami dirt could accumu­ 
late is a mystery , 
The Superintend­ 
ent of the excavation is a 
Massachu­ 
setts Yankee, now a professor of Arch- 
aoology in the American College at 
Athens. 
It was interesting to watch 
the men at work; instead of shovels, 
they used large hoes with 
which they 
scraped the dirt, into bushel basket's 
and then emptied them into carts. The 
wages of those men, he said, averaged 
about thirty cents per day 
boarding 
themselves and supporting their fami­ 
lies out of this mea ger pittance.
